I'ld  not  the  coaches  have  the  smallest  turnout  am  hijB 
er  educational  institution  of  learning  ever  had  from 
which  to  build  a  winning  team?  There  were  never  more 
Ilian  2(5  men  in  uniform  mid  at  most  times  this  number 
was  reduced  to  less  than  two  teams.  To  top  it  all  the 
season  was  started  with  a  40-0  defeat  and  Cheney  was 
rated  as  having  the  strongest  team  in  her  history.  Hut 
on  the  great  day  the  Wildcats  put  everything  they  had  1 
into  the  game.  An  idea  of  the  superhumnu  efforts  put 
forth  may  he  gained  from  the  fact  that  five  of  the  Imyafl 
never  played  again. 


Hut  it  was  not  only  su|ier-human  effort  that  gave  us 
a  championship  team.  We  had  tile  liest  kicker  on  the 
coast,  bar  none.  Bob  Dcnslow’s  boots  averaged  farther 
then  even  Southern  California’s.  In  Bern  Mercer  we 
had  one  of  the  most  accurate  passers  in  competition. 
Hern  may  not  have  had  all  the  form,  but  he  could  put  the 
ball  where  it  did  the  most  good.  And  after  lie  had  thrown 
them  there  were  basketball  players  to  catch  them  mid 
good  linemen  to  form  defense. 
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( «1U*  team  defeated  the  Wildcats  in  liaskotlmll  and  got  away 
'vitli  it  -and  it  was  the  Pacific  coast  champions,  the  I'nivcraity 
of  Washington  Varsity.  The  University  of  Montana  and  Cheney 
licat  the  \\  ildeats,  lint  they  didn’t  get  away  with  it — the  Wildcats 
handed  them  a  worse  lieating.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  school 
feids  high-hat  over  its  eighth  consecutive  hoop  title! 

Out  of  21  games  played  by  the  Wildcats,  1f>  wore  won  and  but 
five  lost.  This  left  a  winning  percentage  of  .7lil  which  is  in  itself 
something  remarkable,  considering  the  class  of  opponents  met  by 
Nicholson’s  men.  Ten  games  were  played  with  schools  larger  than 
Kllenslmrg.  This  includes  games  with  the  University  of  Wash 
ington  and  Washington  State  College  varsities,  the  University  of 
Montana,  and  Gonzaga  University.  The  30-26  defeat  of  tin-  Wash¬ 
ington  State  College  in  Kllenshnrg  during  the  Christmas  vueation 
was  the  biggest  surprise  and  the  brightest  feather  the  Wihleats 
have  gained  in  many  a  year. 

Kight  games  were  played  with  schools  of  the  same  class  us  the 
Normal  school,  and  barring  one  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Cheney, 
all  eight  games  were  Kllenslmrg  victories.  The  other  three  games 
were  played  against  and  won  from  strong  independent  tennis,  one 
of  which  was  composed  of  former  Wildcat  stars.
